The Supreme Court handed down an 


opinion yesterday affirming the decision 
of the lower court In tb* case of the 
Wailuku Sugar Company •*& the Ha- 
waiian Commercial & Sugar Co. The 
opinion was written by Judge Perry.

How it May De- 


stroy Coffee 


Trees. 


MAUI. August 2L— By tbe Wednesday 


•teamer. Professor Koebele, the cele- 
kcated entomologist, arrived on Maul, 
and has been staying at James LJnd- 
•ay"B. Haiku. His mission on the Isl- 
and is concerning the lantana blight. 
He Mates that the indiscriminate use 
of it is liable to lead the rancher, plan- 
ter or fanner Into trouble. After this 
blight has devoured and destroyed the 
i»«.tai»a what next? What will It then 
subsist upon? It will demand food in 
nature somewhat simitar to the Ian- 
tana. Jhe coffee plant for instance. At 
Gtapalakna, where there is no coffee 
and no crop of any value save the grass 
of the pastures, this foe 
probably 


•vanish after the lantana has been con- 
sumed; but at Kaupo or in other 
places where there are coffee planta- 
tions, this blight should not be intro- 
duced, for when once started on its 
oourae of destruction nothing can stay 
tts progress except the annihilation of 
what it feeds upon. 


The Professor has spent several days 


in visiting Haleakala ranch and other 
places where he could obtain any in- 
formation concerning the blight or the 
Japanese beetle. 


The lantana blight is now scattered 


all over tbe XTlupalakua region and is 
spreading very rapidly. The Hawaii- 
ins in that vicinity have obtained 
some of it from the ranch and are plac- 
tas it upon the lantana growing on their 
lands. Nothing now can stay tts prog- 
ress in that neighborhood. Inasmuch 
as Kabikinni residents have also taken 
the blight to their lands, the Kaupo 
coffee planters should take great pre- 
cautions.

Within a month or six weeks at furthest 
Milliken Brothers will have completed 
their part- of the contract, which was 
to erect the building. In the meantime 
the machinery is being put in, so that 
a visitor can now form at very good 
idea of what the mill will be* when fin- 
ished. 


It would be beyond the limits of an 


ordinary newspaper article to give a 
full description of the structure and ma- 
chinery, when completed, but an idea 
can be formed of its proportions by re- 
membering that over '$,000 tons of iron 
have been used In its construction. The 
building,'when finished, will cover sev- 
eral acres of ground, and is three sto- 
ries in height Under the roof will be 
room for three separated mills of a ca- 
pacity of over 150 tons each per day. 
Only one mill will be put in at flrtt and 
this will be ready for use by tbe first 
of January- It will be the first of Feb- 
ruary, however, before the mill will ^ 
started. As soon as started, the oid 
mill at Spreckelsville will be moved to 
the new mill building, thus giving a 
capacity of over 300 tons per day, and 
when needed another mill wJH be pur 
In which will give a total capacity of 
500 tons per day. 


The economy of the new mill will be 


soon aa ready, thus saving a consider- 
able percentage of loss which occurs on 
many plantations at present, by not be- 
ing able to handle the cane as soon as 
ready to grind. Then the economy of 
handling the output of three mills with 
one set of reducing machinery •will 
mean a saving of several dollars on 
each ton of sugar produced. 


The construction of the entire mill 


is under the personal supervision of Mr. 
J. N. & Williams of the Honolulu Iron 
Works, a man in every sense of the 
word competent, and few men have had 
the opportunity of erecting a nobler 
monument than that of the Puunene 
mill, B building which will keep his 
memory green for the full life of Its 
usefulness, which will run far on to- 
ward Oie beginning of the next century. 


There are several 
new and note- 


worthy features developed In the con- 
struction of the new mill. One Is tbat 
the water to be used at the mill, which 
would be sufficient In quantity to irri- 
gate 900 acres of cane, will be pumped 
back from the mill when used, and con- 
veyed by pipes to the cane land. 


The entire area of the floor will be of 


cement except the sugar room on the 
first floor, which will be of boards, for 
the reason that sugar piled on a cement 
floor has a tendency to "sweat." The 
sugar room extends the whole" length of 
one side of the mill, with sliding doors 
at short intervals, opening on to a cov- 
ered railroad track, so that sugar can be

while the statutes remain aa they are 
at present The Hawalians 
became 


citizens through the enabling act; they 
were all made so at one time. Tbe en- 
abling act gave the right of citizenship 
to all who were citizens of the republic, 
whether naturalized or otherwise. In 
this way some Chinese and Japanese 
also became citizens, having been nat- 
uraHzed or born in the Islands.

now it Is Impossible for any 


Japanese to become-a-citizen, by nat- 
uralization. This liberty is extended 
only to members of the Caucasian race,

But 
no South Sea islander or Jap Or anyone 
else Is entitled to citizenship, under the 
present law. t have held in previous 
cases that anyone born within tbe Ter- 
ritory is a citizen of the United States, 
and that doctrine still holds good. 'The 
United States Supreme Court has never 
made a different ruling. The statutes 
expressly prohibit the naturalization of 
any one not a white or negro.

CHICAGO, August 16.—-As a result of 


ihe recent exposure of alleged frauds in 
the New York customs service several 
of the «g wholesale dry goods firms of 
Chicago have filed claims with the 
Board of Appraisers asking for sums 
aggregating hundreds of thousands of 
dollars as rebates. 
It was through the watchfulness of 


Chicago Importers that the Government 
discovered a conspiracy 
in the New 


York customs house, says the Chron- 
icle. Last May, buyers for Chicago im- 
porters found that goods bought in To- 
kio and shipped to the United States 
cost more than the same articles could 
be bought for from certain firms in 
New York. 
So the Chicago men got together and 


instituted a quiet Investigation. They 
collected their evidence and filed pro- 
tests with the Treasury Department at 
Washington. 
The protests contained disclosures 


that call for Immediate action and Gov- 
ernment detectives were set at work at 
once. The claims the Chicago mer- 
chant* have filed with the Board of Ap- 
praisers are being considered now, but 
official action probably 
will not be 


taken until the Investigation has been 
finished.

Its progress except the annihilation of 
what it feeds upon. 


The Professor has spent several days 


m visiting Haleakala ranch and other 
places where he could obtain any In- 
formation concerninp the blight or the 
Japanese beetle.

The structural work Is 
practically all In place, and the'roofing 
and siding is rapidly being put on. 
Within a month or six weeks at furthest 
Mllllken Brothers will have completed 
their part-of the contract, which was 
to erect the building. In toe meantime 
the machinery is being put ilk, so that 
a visitor can now form a vwry good 
idea of what the mill will be* when fin- 
ished. 


It would be beyond the limits of an 


ordinary newspa'per article to give a 
full description of the structure and ma- 
chinery, when completed, but an Idea 
can be formed of Its proportions T>y re- 
membering that over'5,000 tons of Iron 
have been used In Its construction. The 
building,' when finished, will cover sev- 
eral acres of ground, and is three sto- 
ries in height. Under the roof will be 
room for three separated mills of a ca- 
pacity of over 150 tons each per day. 
Only one mill will be put in at flrit and 
this will be ready for'use by the first 
of January. It will be the first of Feb- 
ruary, however, before the mill will N» 
started. As soon as started, the old 
mill at Spreckelsville will be moved to 
the new mill building, thus 'giving a 
capacity of over 300 tons per day, and 
when, needed another mill wfll be pur 
in which will give a total capacity of 
600 tons per day. 


The economy of the new mill will l>e 


as 
| soon as ready, thus saving a consider- 
able percentage of loss which occurs on 
many plantations at present, by not be- 
ing able to handle the cane as soon as 
ready to grind. Then the economy of 
handling the output of three mills with 
one set of reducing machinery will 
mean a saving of several dollars on 
each ton of sugar produced. 


The construction of the entire mill 


is under the personal supervision of Mr. 
J. N. a Williams of the Honolulu Iron 
Works, a man In every sense of the 
word competent, and few men have had 
the opportunity of erecting a nobler 
monument than that of the Puunene 
mill, a- building which will keep his 
memory green for the full life of Its 
usefulness, which will run far on to- 
ward the, beginning of the next century- 


There are several new and note- 


worthy features developed in the con- 
struction of the new mill. One is that 
the water to be used at the mill, which 
would be sufficient in quantity to Irri- 
gate 900 acres of cane, will be pumped 
back from the mill when used, and con- 
veyed by pipes to the cane land. 


The entire area of the floor will be of 


cement except the sugar room on the 
first floor, which will be of boards, for 
the reason that sugar piled on a cement 
floor has a tendency to "sweat." The 
sugar room extends the whole" length "of 
one side of the mill, with sliding doors 
at short intervals, opening on to a cov- 
ered railroad track, so that sugar can be

' Japs becoming citizens of the Ter- 


ritory, a point made by'the Maul 


News, Judge Estee said last evening: 


"No Japtaese can become a citizen,* of 


the United States, as he could not get 
naturalization papers. The law espe- 
cially prohibits this. 


"No member of the Polynesian'race, 


like a South Sea islander, can ever be- 
come a citizen of the' United States 
while the statutes remain as they are 
at pr&ent. The Hawaiians 
became 


citizens through the enabling act; they 
were all made so at one time. The en- 
abling act gave the right of citizenship 
to all who were citizens of the .republic, 
whether naturalized or otherwise.' In 
this way some Chinese and Japanese 
also became citizens, having been nat- 
uraMzed or born in the Islands. 


"But now it is impossible for any 


Japanese to become-a- citizen, by nat- 
uralization. This liberty Is extended 
only to members of the Caucasian race, 
and negroes, as especially provided in

i "Under the laws and statutes of the 
United States I have held that no native 
of Guam could become a citizen.* This 
was In the case of a man who would 
have made a good citizen, and who 
had lived here for fifteen 
or sixteen 


years, but under the statute he was not 
entitled to naturalization papers. But 
no South Sea Islander or Jap or anyone 
else Is entitled to citizenship, under the 
present law. I have held in previous 
cases that anyone born within the Ter- 
ritory is a citizen of the United States, 
and that doctrine still holds good. The 
United States Supreme Court has never 
made a different ruling. The statutes 
expressly prohibit the naturalization of 
any one not a white or negro. 


"But every man, white or black, or 


any color, be he Japanese, Chinese, Ka- 
naka, Portuguese, Polynesian, or any- 
thing else, Is'a citizen of the United 
States provided he Is born here, but no 
one not a citizen can ever become one 
by naturalization, if'he is not a Cau- 
casian or negro and who was not born 
in the United States."
